Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that there is no motivation to combine the 
teachings of the references in view of Kuga et al.'s statement at col. 49, line 38-40. Examiner stated that the rejection 
would have to be reconsidered in light of the new supreme court decision (KSR International Co. v. Teleflex Inc., 550 

US , 82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007), but that it apeared that the reejction could still be maintained. Applicant pointed to 

proposed claim amendment and argued that requirement for no sugar chain obviates the rejection. Examiner indicated 
that this new claim limitation may overcome the 103 of record but that further search and consideration would be 
required. Examiner expressed concern regarding a significant new claim limitation after final rejection. Applicant and 
examiner agreed to a 2nd interview on August 21 to discuss 103 in view of KSR decision..
